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SUBJECT:  Mesting with BASF to Discuss Vincdozolin Risk 1ssues and Risk Management

This document summarizes the meeting held on 05/02/00 between SRRD gaff and BASF to
discuss the outstanding risk issues surrounding vinclozolin.  These issues included characterization of
the acute dietary risk assessment, the appropriate methodol ogy to assess cancer risk, and determining
the need for a cumulative assessment.

The Agency has been actively working to resolve these issues in order to complete the
upcoming RED and to reach a decison on the sngp bean and canola petitions. Some immediate risk
reduction measures, such as re-gtickering turf products with a pre-harvest interval, were proposed.
Longer term measures, such as use cancellation, were also discussed.
